Arjoua., actiii:g 
governor of Panama. "Wlien -asked as 
to -<vSat result may bo expected from 
ths capture of the city Mr. Herran, 
the Colombian charge d'affaires here, 
said: "It will depend entirely upon the 
success or.failure of the expedition 
under General Alban, which is headed 
for ChOfrera to engage the Insurgents 
at that point.

should be a comparatively easy mat- 
ter, but !f, oa the other hand, the gov- 
ernment expedition should be defeat- 
ed, tho results would be different, tor 
the insurgents would have, temporar 
ily at least, undisputed sway over the 
entire Ssthinua."

Away back -in 1SS4 some counterfeit- 


ing was done In Indiana by a band 
known as "the Driggs gang." Tbe bead 
of it wa's named Jim Guyon. The otb- 
er members of the band were captured, 
but Guyon shot and killed a secret 
service agent and escaped. He has nev- 
er been heard of since. He has never 
done any more counterfeiting hi the 
United. States and Is probably in some 
foreign' country. But although this 
happened seventeen years ago, every 
secret service agent ia the United 
States Is watching for Jim Guyon and 
has always been watching ever since 
his escape. New men have entered the 
service, but :Jffm Guyon is as well 
known to them as to the old timers, and 
the case Is as fresh in their minds as 
though it had happened last year. 


The present head of the secret service 


is Jolin E. Wllkie, who was for several 
years a Chicago newspaper man. He 
was appointed in the early part of 1898 
and at once began to reorganize the de- 
partment Every agent's record was 
examined, and-a number of men were 
dropped. Cader the reorganized System 
officers are severely dealt with for 
drinking or lying. Whenever possible 
Chief Wilkie endeavors to get men into 
tae service who have been thoroughly 
trained in detective work. 


The average age of the present se-v 


cret service officers is thirty-five years. 
Those w.io desire to enter the service 
have to undergo a rigorous mental and 
physical examination conducted person- 
ally by the chief of the division, The 
nunliflcations include a knowledge of i 
criminal methods aud familiarity with 
the law,* &» well as the Intellectual abil- 
ity, to discriminate between evidence 
and ihere suspicion. Each agent, no 
matter where be It to operate, mnst,be' 
recommended by the chief, whose *ri-1 
deavor It is to divorce politics from 
pointraenig.

"We had a patient admitted to this 


asylum, March 27, 1897, under the 
name of G. A. Warren, whose name 
was Wm.

He wss an all- 
round fraud, and was in no sense ever 
entitled to asylnm care. 


"We seat him away August 2d, 


1897, and he returned October 15, the 
same year, feigning te bs in a bad' 
condition, and we received him, as he 
bad not been discharged.

the institution to get him to go.

Of course such a 
man might become really insane, and, 
f so, he should have the same con- 
sideration as any pther person who 
was like afillcted.
